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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 03/04/03 consists of amendments to Claim 32, changes in the 
specification and remarks related to rejection of claims. The claims are not allowable as 
explained below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 32-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Teagno et al. in view of Applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA). - - 

Teagno (Figures 1-4) shows a device for connecting an electrode (pin) 14 to a 
wire 7 having an exterior sheath and a conductive core. The device has a solderable 
elongated conductive body with a first pair of clamping arms 6 for pressing and securing 
the wire, a second pair of clamping arms for pressing and securing the conductive core 
of the wire and a clamp (vertical arms to which clamping structures 1 1 are attached) 
integral with and extending at right angles to the body. The clamp has a clamping 
structure 11 integral with and extending at right angles to the clamp and at right angles 
to the longitudinal axis of the electrode, which snap-fit over the electrode 14 for pressing 
and securing the electrode. The first clamping arms can clinch the wire to prevent 
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solder from flowing up the conductive core. The clamping structure is integral with the 
body and parallel to the body. 

But Teagno does not show the electrode to be that of a lamp. A lamp having an 
electrode is common knowledge. AAPA (Figures 1-2 of the instant invention) shows a 
lamp 2 with an electrode 8. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the instant invention to use the Teagno's clamping device in the 
AAPA's lamp with an electrode or vice versa because this would provide a means to 
securely hold the electrode. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 03/04/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Teagno shows a clamp with a clamping structure 1 1 which snap-fits and is 
perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the electrode, which extend along the same axis 
as that of the lamp as shown by AAPA. The clamp extends at right angles to the body. 
The clamp and the clamping structure are integral with the body. The applicant's 
arguments related to trough-like structure are moot because this feature is no longer in 
the amended claims.
